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Fleet Reorganization 


Details Made Public

E-ORGANIZATION of the U. S. 
Fleet, long under consideration and 
adequately fostered by Adm. Pratt 
since assuming his duty as Chief of 
Operations, was approved by Secretary 
Adams on Nov. 24. 


The change becomes effective April 
1, 1931, following the combined fleet 
maneuvers at Panama. 

it affects all the Naval Forces oper- 
ating on both coasts and the naval sta- 
tions at Panama and Hawaii. The 
Asiatic Fleet, Special Service Squad- 
ron, Naval Transportation Service, Spe- 
cial Duty Ships, Naval District Crafts, 
are only indirectly affected as in the 
main they continue under the 1922 or- 
ganization. 

Several important command ships 
and new designations for the different 
courses are involved in the re-organi- 
zation, which is intended to increase ef- 
ficiency and to provide for a flexible 
expansion from a peace to a wartime 
status. 

Retaining the type named the re- 
organization provides for four “Forces” 
of the U. S. Fleet: The Battle Force, 
Scouting Force, Submarine Force, and 
Base Force. 

While it leaves the rank and com- 
mand of Adm. Jehu V. Chase unchang- 
ed, it provides for a “Second in Com- 
mand,” the Commander Battle Force, 
and “Third in Command,” Commander 
Scouting Force. 

The Control Force is eliminated, this 
unit being re-assigned to three of the 
new forces. 

The re-organization of the Fleet es- 
tablishes for each type a senior “Type 
Command” with subordinate type com- 
mander in the Battle and Scouting 
Forces with the view to facilitating 
and standardizing the normal training, 
operation and maintenance of type. 

In some instances it regroups and 
renumbers the divisions attached to the 
U. S. Fleet. In the case of destroyers 
the term “squadron” is abandoned for 
the designation “flotilla.” 

In the fcllowing letter to the Serv- 
ices the complete changes are outlined: 

The following organization of the 
U. S. Fleet will become effective on 
April 1, 1931: 

U. S. Fleet Organization 

1. The command of the United 
States Fleet is vested in a Commander- 
in-Chief whose title is “Commander- 
in Chief, United States Fleet.” His 
flagship is not normally assigned to any 
unit of the United States Fleet. The 
Commander-in-Chief may assign her 
when necessary, to any unit for any 
purpose he desires. 

2. For normal peace-time opera- 
tions the United States Fleet is divided 
into four forces. These are the major 
forces for training and administration 
and are probably the first war task 
forces. 

3. The four forces are designated 
as follows: 

(a) Battle Force, U. S. Fleet. 

(b) Scouting Force, U. S. Fleet. 

(c) Submarine Force, U. S. Fleet. 

(d) Base Force, U. S. Fleet. 

The Battle Force comprises the ves- 
sels of the U. S. Fleet normally operat- 
ing in the Pacific and not assigned % 
the Submarine or Base Force; the 
Scouting Force, those normally operat- 
ing in the Atlantic and not assigned to 
the Submarine or Base Force; the Sub- 
marine Force, all the submarines in the 
U. S. Fleet together with the Subma- 
rine Bases at New London, Coco Solo, 
and Pearl Harbor; the Base Force, the 
auxiliary vessels of the Fleet not as- 
Signed to other forces, together with 
such combatant vessels, aircraft and 
land forces, as may be assigned for the

Gen. Summerall Urges Adequate Pay

GE. CHARLES P. SUMMERALL, in his final report as Chief of Staff 
of the Army, strongly urged that an adequate pay scale be adopted 
That portion of his report covering the subjects of pay 


_ The unsatisfactory condition of the Army in respect to pay and promo- 
tion is so well known as to require no discussion in this report. For two 
years the War Department concentrated its effort on securing promotion 
This effort culminated at the second session of the Seventieth 
Congress, when it appeared that a reasonably satisfactory bill might be 
For various generally well-known reasons, this 
effort failed. The conflicting views in the Army on the subject of promo- 
tion seemed to indicate the wisdom of concentrating on a general improve- 
ment of the pay status. A joint study was made by representatives of the 
Army, the Navy, and other governmental departments concerned. At the 
second session of the Seventy-first Congress, a joint committee was ap- 

pointed to study the pay readjustment of these services. The evidence col- | 
lected was submitted to the committee. Unfortunately, for various reasons, 
the committee held no hearings and took no action other than to request 
the President to have a study made and a bill prepared covering both pay 
and promotion of the services to be submitted at the next session of Con-, 


The vital necessity of an increase in pay and allowances for personnel, 
of the Army is apparent to anyone familiar with living conditions in the 
service. The increase in the cost of living incident to and since the World 
War and the higher standards of living set by the American public in gen- 
eral, have not been matched by corresponding increases in the compensation 
of the Army. So far behind in this respect has it fallen that the proper: 
standards of living cannot be maintained under the conditions imposed 


It is recommended that action on pending measures on these subjects 
be taken in accordance with the principle that whatever be the size of the 
Military Establishment, adequate provision should be made for pay and pro- 
motion, and that any force thus adequately maintained is far more effective 
chan a larger force poorly supported, with the accompanying discontent, low 
morale, depreciation of standard, and lack of efficiency. 








Navy Curtails Pensacola 
Output; Lengthens Course

UNDEE a syllabus of training just 
agreed upon, the number of pilots 
to be trained by the Navy during the 
next year will be cut almost in half. 

While the five-year building program, 
designed to furnish the Navy with 1,000 
airplanes, will not be completed until 
June 30, 1932, the greater part of the 
planes to be acquired under the pro- 
gram have already been, or during the 
coming year will be, bought. Thus the 
training of a great number of pilots as 
has been done during the last two years 
will not be continued, and but 445 offi- 
cers and Marine Corps will be ordered 
to Pensacola for aviation instruction 
next year. 

At the same time as the cut from 820 
student pilots last year to 445 this year 
was decided upon,- the course was 
lengthened. A year ago the course was 
considerably shortened to enable the 
output to be speeded up; under the syl- 
labus for next year, practically a re- 
turn to old longer course is made. 
About 26 flying hours have been added 
to the course, lengthening it about a 
month. 

One hundred and forty officers of 
the Navy will be ordered to Pensacola 
during the ensuing year it is contem- 
plated. There will be four classes of 
35 officers each, one to begin training 
Jan. 30, 1931, and the others on March 
27, May 22, and Oct. 9. This will be 
a reduction of about 25 per cent over 
this year, as four classes of 60 officers 
each were given instruction during the 
year. These, however, each included 
nine officers of the Marine Corps, who 
will be placed in separate classes next 
year. 

Training for increased number of Ma- 
rine officers is included in the plans for 
next year. They will be grouped with 
reservists, and will be sent in three 
classes of 40 each to Pensacola. The 
classes will begin on July 17, Aug. 14 
and Sept. 11, 1931. 

Five enlisted classes will be ordered 
to the flying school, of 37 men each. 
They will be convened on Jan. 5, Feb. 
27, April 24, June 19, and Nov. 16, 1931. 
This year five classes of 60 men each

Members of 9th Air Sqd. 
Honor Gen. William Mitchell 


EVENTEEN members of the famed 
94th “Hat-in-the-Ring” Squadron, 
including Col. “Eddie” Rickenbacker, 
have sent a joint letter to former Brig. 
Gen. William Mitchell, War-time com- 
mander of the Army Air Service at the 
Front, expressing their regret at his 
absence from the ceremony at Bolling 
Field, Nov. 6, when President Hoover 
pinned the Congressional Medal of 
Honor on Col. Rickenbacker. 

Prior to the ceremony newspaper men 
had questioned Gen. Mitchell at his 
home at Middleburg, Va., as to whether 
he would attend. He replied that he 
did not plan to attend because he was 
not invited. 

The letter sent to Gen. Mitchell by 
his former officers follows: 

“Dear General—“Eddie Rickenbacker 
has just had the Congressional Medal 
of Honor conferred upon him by the 
President of the United States. At 
least 20 former members of the 94th 
Squadron and members of other squad- 
rons of the A. E. F. are now in Wash- 
ington to celebrate the honor done him, 
—an honor which should have been 
conferred long ago. There is not one 
of us who does not realize how fully 
he deserves this recognition. We are 
all delighted that at last our Govern- 
ment has thus recognized the service 
rendered by him, his heroism and his 
achievements. We have but one regret, 
—the fact that you are not here to 
celebrate with us. There is not one 
of us who does not feel that the organi- 
zation and success of the American 
Army Air Service during the war was 
due entirely to you, and we concede 
this distinction to no one else. We 
regard you not only as part and parcel 
of our squadron’s outstanding success, 
but we regard you, also, as the father 
of the Hat-in-the-Ring Squadron—our 
squadron—and as the father of the en- 
tire combatant air service of the A. 


“Furthermore, we strongly feel that 
unquestionably you are responsible for 
the present improved condition of both 
the Army and Naval Air Forces. Hence, 
we want you to know,—all of us,—how

More C. of S. Control 
Over Supplies Urged 





GEN. CHARLES P. SUMMERALL 

in his final report as Chief of 
Staff, made public, in part this week, 
gives a comprehensive review of the 
status of National Defense today, what 
has been accomplished and what is 
needed. : 


Repeatedly throughout the report, 
Gen. Summerall emphasizes his view 
that the utilization of supplies and all 
questions of storage and distribution 
should rest with the War Department 
General Staff and that the Chief of 
Staff should exercise a coordinating 
and supervisory control in all such 
matters. 

_Gen. Summerall in his report re- 
views the past military policy of the 
country and takes occasion therein to 
point to the part played by the sup- 
ply services. Speaking of the War of 
1812 he says: “As in the Revolution, 
military commanders were without 
control over the operations of supply, 
which were in the hands of contractors 
independent of their jurisdiction and 
functioning under the instructions of 
the Secretary of War.” Referring to 
the Mexican War he said, “The serv- 
ices of supply again proved deficient,” 
while his summary of the Spanish- 
American War contained this sentence, 
“The grounds of this dissatisfaction 
are to be found, not in the leadership 
of the troops in campaign, but in the 
fundamental defects of administration 
and organization, in particular the in- 
dependence of the supply bureaus from 
coordinated control, which had oper- 
ated with the same adverse effects in 
the previous wars of the nation.” In 
his World War remarks Gen. Sum- 
merall said, “Nor should we lose sight 
of the fact that * * * during the first 
six months of the war extreme con- 
fusion prevailed in our supply system 
in the United States.” 

Later in referring to the powers of 
the Assistant Secretary of War in 
supervising the procurement of mili- 
tary supplies and industrial mobiliza- 
tion the report states: 

“There should be no conflict in the 
working out of these provisions of the 
act and those assigning responsibility 
to the Chief of Staff and the General 
Staff in peace or war. The field of ac- 
tivity provided by the act consists in 
creating an organization and plan for 
the procurement of the specific supplies 
and armament the General Staff de- 
termines as essential for national de- 
fense. The plain intent is that the re- 
sponsibility in this respect“to supplies 
terminates with their acceptance. 
Therefore, the utilization of such sup- 
plies and all questions of storage and 
distribution should rest with the agency 
responsible for defense plans, that is, 
the War Department General Staff. 
Any other interpretation is not only 
wholly unjustified by the language of 
the act, but would lead to hopeless con- 
fusion in the administration of supply 
in a national emergency. 

“Nevertheless, in the execution of 
these provisions of the national de- 
fense act, a procedure and a system 
have grown up which exe:f@ise jurisdic- 
tion over the supply of the Army after 
it has passed the stage of acceptance, 
including its distribution, storage, and 
general issue, and the control of the 
entire general depot system of the 
Army in the United States. This juris- 
diction amounts to the exercise of the 
supervisory powers over the general 
supply bureaus conferred upon the 
Chief of Staff by the act of Feb. 14, 
1903. Under this system opportunity 
is afforded bureau chiefs, if they avail 
themselves of it, of dealing directly 
with the office exercising such super- 
vision. The business of supply bureaus 
in connection with the immediate sup-

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Editors Dissatisfied With Reported Navy Building Program; Urge Parity 





BUILDING up to parity with Great Britain is overwhelmingly favored by 

the American press, and even among the few papers who hold that paper 
parity is enough, the majority favor construction of naval vessels at this time 
as an aid to the unemployment situation. Many editors are dissatisfied with 
the building program, as reported, which is before the President, and point out that 
it will leave us far short of parity at the expiration of the London Treaty. 
Practically every newspaper in the United States, commenting on the situa- 
tion, favors building to at least the degree urged for next year by the Navy 
Department. 


“TY DRAWING up the program which it will submit to Congress at its next 
session, the Department of the Navy has been extremely modest,” declares 
the Hartford Courant (Republican). “The program which has been prepared 
calls for appropriation of only $100,000,000 for the construction of new vessels, 
which when completed, would represent only a fractional part of the additional 
strength to which the Navy is entitled. * * * the Department would have been 
justified had it prepared a more extensive program for the coming year than 
it has. * * * Expansion of the program laid down * * * would represent 
not only sound naval, but sound economic policy.” 


THE Navy Department’s building and modernization program for the fiscal 

year, beginning July 1, 1931, provides for an outlay of $100,000,000 for 
new construction and $40,000,000 for bringing the battleships Mississippi, New 
Mexico and Idaho up to date in armament and in other respects,” declares the 
Norfolk Leader Dispatch (Independent Democratic), “but even with this out- 
lay as a starter toward building the Navy up to the London Treaty strength, 
the United States will be far below the obligation the country assumed by the 
time 1936 rolls around, when the pact expires. The program con- 
templates the construction of one aircraft carrier, one 10,000-ton cruiser with 
6-inch guns, this class of armament having been adopted against the advice 
of the foremost naval experts of America, a destroyer flotilla of perhaps six 
vessels, and three, or possibily four submarines, * * * this country will 
be in third place in naval strength by 1936 under the contemplated building 


program.” 


“THE United States, having entered into an agreement with Great Britain 
: and Japan limiting the tonnage of each nation in all categories of ships, it 
is entirely natural and proper that this country should look forward to the con- 
struction of an American Navy which shall approximate full strength under the 
terms of that treaty,” states the Washington Star (Independent). ‘“* * * [¢ 
would be the part of folly for the United States to lag behind in naval con- 
struction. A strong and efficient Navy has the support of the American people.” 


* A POLICY of retardation, if it were to be followed consistently during the 

lifetime of the Naval Treaty, would be viewed with great regret,” the 
Providence Journal (Independent) states, “* * * on the basis of current 
figures supplied by Washington correspondents, the pace to be set next year 
in authorization and construction will bring us to 1936 with barely two-thirds 
of the additional ships we require to achieve parity with Great Britain and an 
agreed ratio with Japan. Parity and other objectives attained on paper may 
represent a moral victory. But it will lose its point if the words are not ulti- 
mately translated into ships.” 


“THE United States should proceed to the construction of as many vessels 

as the treaty provides for,” the Rock Island, Ill., Argus (Independent), 
states. * * * Our national needs cannot be met by any naval strength 
much below the treaty. Furthermore, the building of ships at this time will 
help relieve the business depression as employment will be increased.” 


‘“f“P'HIS paper views with alarm those pacifist activities which are out of har- 
mony with the program of building our Navy in conformity with the Lon- 

don Treaty,” says the Springfield, Ill. State Register (Independent Democratic), 
“The whole idea behind the limitation of armament treaties is, first to estab- 
lish such a balance in fighting power between the great maritime nations as 
to make it practically impossible for one of the powers concerned to wage suc- 
cessful war on the other.

Army Transportation 

(Following is the first installment 
of a paper prepared by Col. Taylor for 
delivery at the recent Transportation 
Meeting of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers in Pittsburgh.

1. THE ORGANIZATION OF A 
THEATRE OF WAR 
Introduction 

The maintenance of Motor Transport 
in the United States Army is func- 
tionally the same as the maintenance 
of Motor Transport in commerce. War, 
however, imposes certain conditions, not 
encountered in commerce, which require 
special organization, practices and ad- 
ministration, and therefore peace-time 
planning and training. The problem 
of war-time automotive maintenance 
and supply is so difficult and so vital 
to the success of military operations, 
and therefore our national security, as 
to give it prime importance in all pre- 
paredness councils. To the Army and 
the Automotive Industry alike it is es- 
sential that this problem be exhaustive- 
ly discussed with military and indus- 
trial requirements and experiences in 
view. Before such discussion takes 
place, however, it will be necessary to 
set the stage for a typical theatre of 
war, to visualize the vast scheme of 
movement upon which combat and sup- 
ply, as well as national life, are based 
and to prepare the many parts that 
must be played by the different groups 
connected with Motor Transport Main- 
tenance. ’ 

The presentation of this subject is 
therefore made with future war-time 
requirements in view, and in the hope

ize war-time transportation in which 
the maintenance of motor vehicles is 
an important factor that cannot be 
solved as an independent problem. 


2. THE ORGANIZATION OF A 
THEATRE OF WAR 


In prospect of the event that efforts 
toward the maintenance of peace fail 
we must plan war. When or where 
war may come to us or how extensive 
it may be no one can predict. It may 
be fought in any part of the world 
and plans for military operations, 
therefore, can and must be made with- 
out any threat of hostility to the in- 
habitants of the land in which we plan 
to fight. Our plans to fight in France 
bore no hostility to France. Thus we 
may plan to wage war in Mexico, Can- 
ada, South America or China without 
thought of hostility to the inhabitants 
of any of these countries. In planning 
for war-time transportation this wide 
range of possibilities as to the scene 
of action is important, inasmuch as 
each Theatre of Military Operations 
has its own road nets and peculiarities 
of terrain which will largely determine 
the means of military transportation 
that must be used. Our ideas of roads 
and mechanical! transport, influenced by 
our experiences in France and the won- 
derful highway transportation which 
we are now constructing in the United 
States, for commerce and military op- 
erations alike, are not altogether safe 
to rely upon. In France the ratio of 
road miles to square miles of territory 
is about 2 to 1. In the United States 
it is 1 to 1, with wide variations in 
different sections of the country. In 
Mexico it is about 1 to 500 square miles, 
in China 1 to 1700 square miles. Due 
to lack of improved roads and to en- 
emy action making the use of roads 
difficult if not impossible in the zone 
of combat, animal transport and multi- 
wheel drive mechanical transport are 
for more important in military opera- 
tions than either the Automotive In- 
dustry or the Army at large appears 
to realize. 

Without knowing when, where or how 
war may come or how extensive it may 
be, we can organize, for study and 
planning, a typical theatre of war with 
three zones, in each of which transpor- 
tation must be treated differently from 
transportation in either of the other 
zones, because of the radically differ- 
ent conditions that exist in these three 








zones and the change from civil to 
military government. 
The Theatre of War 

The entire area of the earth’s sur- 
face involved in war, so far as we are 
concerned, is called the Theatre of War. 
It includes our homeland, our lines ot 
communications and the areas of com- 
bat. The Theatre of War is sub-divid- 
ed into the Zone of the Interior and one 
or more Theatres of Military Opera- 
tions, each of which is further sub- 
divided into a Communications Zone 
and a Combat Zone. 


The Zone of the Interior 


The Zone of the Interior will be the 
United States proper or that part not 
included in any Theatre of Operations. 
In Civil War or a War of Rebellion or 
in war in which the United States 
were invaded, for instance, it would not 
include that part of our country in- 
volved in military operations. In the 
Zone of the Interior the general char- 
acter of transportation would still be 
commercial. It would be commercially 
owned, operated and controlled, much 
as it is now in time of peace, or as it 
was in the World War, under broad 
federal administration and in keeping 
with the general mobilization of the 
nation’s resources. All military ac- 
tivities in the Zone of the Interior in- 
cluding transportation will in time of 
war be administered by the War De- 
partment through Corps Area Com- 
manders, as in peace. We have nine 
such areas, each under the command 
of a major general. (Fig. 2.) Mili- 
tary transportation would be chiefly 
animal and motor, used in military 
supply and training. The military use 
of general transportation would be in 
the nature of general traffic arrange- 
ments made with commercial carriers. 

The greater part of motor transpor- 
tation, except the military, in which 
training is and always must be the 
principal consideration, would be com- 
mercial, and maintained, as in time of 
peace, by commercial facilities and 
methods. Military motor transport in 
the Zone of the Interior could be main- 
tained more or less commercially, but 
with loss of training advantages too 
important to surrender. 


The Theatre of Operations 

That countrv, or that part of the 
world, involved in military operations 
is called the Theatre of Operations. 
This area would be under the military 
command of the General especially = 
pointed to command it, as Gen. Persh- 
ing was appointed to command the The- 
atre of Operations and the American 
Expeditionary Forces in France.

The communications zone embraces 
all lines of communications and supply 
activities, while the combat zone in- 
cludes that area necessary to combat 
operations. The combat zone and the

MORE than 32,500,000 miles were 

flown by the Army Air Corps 
during the last fiscal year, according 
to Assistant Secretary of War F. Tru- 
bee Davison, in charge of Army avia- 
tion, whose third annual report was 
made public Nov. 28, by the War De- 
partment. This mileage establishes a 
new high mark in post-war military 
flying. 

The report announces that the coun- 
try’s Army air defenses at the close of 
the fiscal year consisted of 1,266 offi- 
cers, 12,086 enlisted men, 1,319 planes 
on hand and 211 contracted for. Ac- 
cording to the Five Year Air Corps 
Development Program, the third in- 
crement of which is covered by the re- 
port, there should be 1,374 officers, 
13,140 enlisted men and 1,520 service- 
able planes on hand. While the num- 
ber of planes contracted for would 
bring the equipment to the total speci- 
fied in the Air Corps Act, the report 
— out that the 1,319 planes on 

and include ships undergoing major 
overhaul in Air Corps depots and 133 
aircraft more than five years old. 

“The equipment problem,” says Mr. 
Davison, “is primarily one of quantity. 
The quality of Army aircraft is con- 
stantly improving and I take pleasure 
in reporting that important progress 
was made last year in the develop- 
ment of tactical equipment. However, 
while every effort has been made to 
carry the third increment to its con- 
clusion, the result is not as satisfac- 
tory as it should be, because, under the 
interpretation thus far made of the 
Air Corps Act, there is not enough 
equipment to meet the flying needs of 
the pilot personnel called for under the 
terms of the law.” 

Mr. Davison points out that in order 
to keep Army aircraft in safe and ef- 
ficient flying trim, 19 per cent of all 
Army planes are constantly in depots 
for overhaul and that these planes 
therefore, cannot be classed as “ser- 
viceable equipment. 

“During the past year,” he continues, 
“The Judge Advocate General decided 
that the ‘1,800 serviceable airplanes’ 
authorized by the Air Corps Act did 
not include planes undergoing major 
overhaul or repair at Air Corps de- 
pots, as they were manifestly ‘unser- 
viceable’ during the period of time they 
were at the depot. This opinjon was 
approved by the Secretary of War. 
As there appears to be some doubt as 
to the real intention of Congress with 
respect to the meaning of the word 
‘serviceable’ as used in the Air Corps 
Act, I recommend that steps be taken 
as soon as practicable to ask Congress 
to define this word. Unless this is 
done, the tactical units prescribed by 
the Five Year Program cannot be 
brought up to the airplane strength 
called for by the table of organiza- 
tion.” 

The report goes on to say that this 
adjustment can be brought about with 
a relatively small increase in cost for 
as operating ex- 
penses are based on flying hours per 
pilot per year. Building and construc- 
tion programs already provide for the 
full complement of planes with each 
organization. 

Hope that the coming Congress will 
pass promotion legislation, is also ex- 
pressed by Mr. Davison, who declares 
that present slow promotion schedules 
not alone impair the morale of Air 
Corps flyers, but cause the resignation 
of many competent officers whose ser- 
vices the government can ill afford to 
lose. 

“Every Air Corps officer,” says the 
report, “represents an investment of 
thousands of dollars—not theoretical 
dollars but actual cash—as it costs 
money to develop Army flyers. When- 
ever an Air Corps officer resigns, a

valuable investment is placed in the 
red-ink column—and stays there.” 

With respect to training, the report 
states that 306 cadets were graduated 
from the Advanced Training School 
last year. Indicative of the tremen- 
dous interest American youth takes in 
military aviation, is that more than 
4,000 young men sought to enter the 
Air Corps. Less than one-fourth 
qualified, and only 50 per cent of 
those were sent to school. 

The report states that 53 lives were 
lost in Air Corps accidents. An analy- 
sis of these mishaps shows 55 per cent 
due to “human errors,” 29 per cent to 
engine or structural failure, 13 per 
cent to weather and inferior landing 
facilities, while 3 per cent is listed as 
“undetermined.” 

“It is deplorable that these lives 
should have been sacrificed,” says Mr. 
Davison, “but at the same time it is 
encouraging to note that the fatality 
ratio is lower than last year. Death 
then claimed a life for every 430,000 
miles flown—61 persons were killed in 
a total flying distance of 26,000,000 
miles—while this year the fatality rate 
is one for every 625,000 miles of flight. 

“Military aviation will always con- 





| tain a greater element of danger than 


any other form of flight, because of 
the extra demands made upon planes 
and pilots by acrobatic and other tacti- 
cal requirements, but our efforts to 
promote the efficiency of Air Corps 
equipment are closely synchronized 
with steadfast purpose to insure the 
safety of flyers through sturdy equip- 
ment and careful training plus as 
many hours of flying as Air Corps 
funds permit. It is thoroughly esta 
lished that the more a pilot flies, the 
better he flies, and I urge that provi- 
sion be made for additional flying time 
for regular Air Corps officers and 
Reserve officers.” 

During the 12-month period covered 
by the report, the Air Corps set the 
pace for American aviation—not alone 
in the amount of flying done, but also 
in the design of planes, development 
of engines and promotion of fl 
safety through advancing the useful- 
ness of ‘radio and other aids to aerial 
navigation. On this score the report 
says: 

“Among important experimental 
aeronautical engineering developments 
of the year, and to which the Material 
Division of the Air Corps has con- 
tributed liberally, stand the develop- 
ment of long-range Observation, light 
Bombardment and two-seater Pursuit 
types of airplanes. All of these types 
are very desirable from a tactical point 
of view and promise much better per- 
formance than corresponding types 
now in service. At this junction it is 
desirable that credit should be given 
the Ordnance Department and Signal 
Corps for the valuable contributions 
made in their respective fields toward 
the advancement of military aviation. 

“Other research and developments 
worthy of mention and of importance 
to aviation generally, include the im- 
provement of liquid coolants. By 
means of a liquid compound which has 
a much higher boiling point than 
water, it will be practicable to reduce 
very materially the size of radiators 
for engines, and, therefore, their head 
resistance, and to raise compression 
ratios and thereby increase the power 
of the same engine with less consump-

Building at Ft. Warren 


A COMPREHENSIVE construction 
program for the improvement of 
roads and walks, which began at Ft. 
Francis E. Warren in 1929, is being 
rushed to completion this month. Ap- 
proximately 25,000 lineal feet of heavy 
concrete curbing and 2,000 lineal feet 
of concrete sidewalk, five feet wide, 
has been built and all of the main 
thoroughfares of the post proper have 
been regraded and will be in excellant 
condition by the time the real Winter 
weather sets in. All of the work has 
been done by troop labor under the di- 
rection of the Post Quartermaster. 
With lawns, drill grounds, recrea- 
tional areas and parking places of the 
post now neatly defined by ribbons of 
concrete, the beautification program 
that involves the planting of grass, 
flowers and shrubs that will be re- 
sumed in the Spring, will be given con- 
siderable impetus. Heretofore heavy 
rains have caused many unsightly 
washouts and caused much regrading 
and sodding that the new curbs will 
now prevent. 
The need for permanent curbs to 
outline the roads in the vicinity of the 
ks and quarters of the post has 
long been felt at Ft. Warren. The fre- 
quent, high winds cause clouds of dust 


‘to engulf buildings which is very try- 


ing on personnel and equipment. Now 
the winds will blow over areas heavily 
sodded with grass and the dust nuis- 
ance will be materially reduced. 

Realizing that it is impossible to keep 
roads and grounds in the vicinity of 
buildings in proper condition without 
permanent curbs to outline and permit 
proper grading of the roads, Brig. Gen. 
C. R. Nowland, commanding general, 
caused a careful survey to be made of 
the requirements and the funds avail- 
able to make the necessary improve- 
ments. There resulted a carefully 
carefully worked out plan that has 
given a surprising amount of improve- 
ment considering the meager funds that 
could be spared for the work. 

The building of roads and the cor- 
rection of drainage defects is an im- 
portant part of military training and 
much valuable instruction has been af- 
forded the Ft. Warren troops by this 
work. The excellent weather condi- 
tions that have prevailed this Fall 
speeded up the annual target practice 
and made more men, than usual, avail- 
able for post improvement work while 
the weather was good. 

Post Engineer H. Ambrose Kiehl, 
civil engineer Ohio State University, 
who has been actively engaged in high- 
way work for the Government for the 
last 33 years, has conducted the en- 
gineering work of the Ft. Warren pro- 
gram. Capt. O. L. Overmeyer, QMC, 
and Capt. Ralph M. Caulkins, 1st Inf., 
have directed the field work.

“John F. Pahike, first lieutenant, 
Inf., then second lieutenant, Philip. 
pine Scouts, serving with Machine Gun 
Company, 363d Infantry, 91st Division, 
American Expeditionary Forces. For 
extraordinary heroism in action near 
Eclisfontaine, France, Sept. 27, 1918, 
Lt. Pahlke, with Set. Lamar Black, 
asked for and received permission to 
go forward and rout out some enemy 
snipers who were annoying the com- 
pany. After moving forward around 
the enemy’s flank and killing the 
snipers, they decided to flank some 
enemy machine gunners who were 
holding up the advance of the regi- 
ment. Upon reaching the enemy ma- 
chine-gun line they captured the flank 
gun with its crew. The prisoners were 
then made to direct them to the next 
gun. This was repeated, gun after 
gun, until more than 80 prisoners were 
captured with their guns. After turn. 
ing their prisoners over to an officer 
of their regiment, both Lt. Pahlke and 
Sgt. Black turned some of the enemy 
guns on the retreating enemy. The 
success attained by Lt. Pahlke and his 
companion, by their remarkable feat, 
was so great as to completely de 
moralize the enemy resistance and 
made it possible for the regiment to 
resume the advance with but little op- 
position.”

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COTTON UNIFORMS OF NEW CLOTH TO BE MANUFACTURED 
Gos SOME TIME past, the Army has been endeavoring to develop an olive-drab 

dye which would be permanent in the manufacturing of cotton cloth for en- 
listed men’s uniforms, and in this effort the leading chemists of the country have 
been cooperating with the Quartermaster Corps. The solving of this problem 
would result in all such uniforms conforming to the prescribed standard color 
and without variation in shade as between individual uniforms or among groups 
of clothing worn by troops. 


After experiments and tests continuing over several years, it was found to 
be impracticable to obtain an olive-drab dye that would meet requirements and 
be satisfactory. In the thorough study of the matter, however, a khaki-colored 
cloth has been developed, which achieves the object. The process of manufac- 
ture of this kind of cloth has been worked out by the Philadelphia Quartermaster 
Depot in consultation with the authorities of the Philadelphia Textile School. 
It is made of a two-ply yarn for both warp and filling, as a result of which the 
cloth will retain the dye better than a one-ply yarn, and will keep its shape with- 
out being starched, while shrinkage is reduced to a minimum. Before being sub- 
jected to the dye, the cloth is mercerized, which adds greatly to its appearance. 
The cost of this cloth is less than similar cloth of the olive-drab color. 


With a view of making an extended and practical service test of this khaki 
cloth before its final standardization for the Army, the retary of War ap- 
proved of the manufacture of the necessary quantity of uniforms made of-this 
cloth to distribute a number to the field for actual test. This test was made 
and the reports have been received from which it has been determined that the 
test demonstrated the superiority of this cloth, and the recommendation of the 
Quartermaster Gene?al that the new cotton khaki cloth be adopted as the stand- 
ard for the Army has been approved by the Secretary of War. Under this 
authority, the Quartermaster General, Maj. Gen. John L. DeWitt, has taken steps 
to procure the material and manufacture 165,000 uniforms for which funds are 
available and which will be utilized at once as part of the policy of the Govern- 
ment to apply such expenditure in the interest of unemployment. These uniforms, 
which will have coats of the roll-collar style, will, it is contemplated, be worn by 
men on pass, at ceremonies, and on special occasions only. The details of the 
distribution of these uniforms have not yet been determined. 





NO THIRD YEAR TRAINING FOR FA RES. IN SOUND RANGING 

IT RAINING in sound and flash ranging will not be extended next summer to 

the Field Artillery Reserve Officers who were given this special training in 
1929 and 1930, it has been decided. Last year’s ROTC graduates, however, who 
underwent the training in sound ranging last summer at Ft. Bragg, will be 
ordered to a second year’s active duty and another group of 25 graduates from 
the 1931 Field Artillery ROTC courses will be trained in this work. Cuftailment 
of funds, under the President’s economy program, made it impossible to purchase 
the new material that was necessary to give the reserve officers the training 
contemplated for the third year of this work. It is hoped that by next year, 
this material can be bought and the officers who were trained in 1929 and 1930, 
can continue their study of this important phase of Field Artillery training. 
The 14-day active duty training for 25 ROTC graduates to be selected from the 
June classes will be held June 20 to July 4, while the second year students, 
graduates of ROTC courses in 1930, will be at Ft. Bragg July 4-18. 





DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE TO BE PROPOSED AGAIN 

A PROPOSAL FOR the creation of a Department of Defense, with under-sec- 

retaries of War, of Navy and of Aviation, will be before Congress again 
this coming session under different sponsorship. Representative William Willam- 
son, Republican, of Rapid City, S. D., has announced that he will introduce such 
& measure at this session. He has been studying the subject for months, he said, 
and still is working on details of the bill. His will differ from previous por- 
posals, Mr. Williamson said, in that his bill would unify and set up the divided 
services and leave the reorganization details to the President and a future Con- 
gress to deal with.

“IT am, of course,” Representative Williamson said, “not unaware of the 
natural objections of both the Army and the Navy nor am I unmindful of the 
preceding studies that have been made by military committees created by execu- 
tive action. Study of the whole problem for many months, however, has con- 
vinced me that the unification would benefit the Government in finally developing 


a real defensive arm and at a lower cost to the taxpayers of the country.” 





ORDER 149 ENLISTED MEN TO USNR PREP 

QNE HUNDRED AND FORTY NINE enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 

Corps have been ordered to the Naval Preparatory School, Naval Operat- 
ing Base, Hampton Roads, Va., where they will undergo instruction for the 
annual entrance examinations to the Naval Academy at Annapolis to be held 
commencing April 15, 1931. The quota of enlisted men authorized by law to 
enter the Naval Academy, after passing mental and physical examinations, is 
100. Ninety-four enlisted men passed the mental examination for the Naval 
Academy for the class entering this Summer, of whom 3 failed physically. 





PLAN TO HONOR GEN. PERSHING’S BIRTHPLACE 

HE LITTLE TOWN of Laclede, Mo., intends to commemorate for all time the 

fact that it is the birthplace of Gen. Pershing. An association known as the 
Gen. John J. Pershing State and National Park Association, has been organized 
for the purpose of purchasing 3,000 acres of land in the Locust Creek Bottoms, 
where the General played as a boy, and transforming it into a national park. 
The Missouri Legislature probably will be urged to make the appropriation nec- 
essary to acquire the land. It is expected that $500,000 will be spent on the 
project. 





CELEBRATE HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICE CENTENNIAL 

A CELEBRATION marking the one hundredth anniversary of the Hydrographic 

Office of the United States Navy will be held next Saturday, December 6. On 
that day in 1806, the office was established in the Navy Department, under the 
direction of Lt. L. M. Goldsborough, USN. The centennial celebration will bring 
before the country the importance of the service to shipping that has been car- 
tied on by the Navy through the Hydrographic Office, and which is more than 
ever important today. 





VOLUNTEERS FOREIGN SERVICE ROSTERS ESTABLISHED 
F;{STABLISHMENT of Volunteer Foreign Service Rosters for officers and war- 

rant officers of the Army is announced in War Department Circular No. 52, 
released this week, bearing the signature of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, the first 
notice of the kind signed by the new Chief of Staff. 

The new rosters will be in addition to the present foreign service rosters, 
and will be arranged according to their length of foreign service, the date of 
application having no bearing.

USNR OFFICERS’ CONFERENCE NOT TO BE HELD THIS YEAR 
DY TO LACK of funds and “because there is little to talk about,” the con- 

ference of Naval Reserve Officers which has been held annually since 1925 
in the Bureau of Navigation, will not take place this year. Since the reorgan- 
ization of the Naval Reserve, five years ago, a number of reserve officers have 
been ordered to Washington each Winter for a period of active duty, in which 
problems affecting the reserve were discussed by the reservists with officers 
of the Bureau of Navigation in charge of administering the Naval Reserve. Many 
problems were threshed out at these sessions on which action was later taken 
by the Bureau. This year it is believed that there are no problems of suffi- 
cient import to warrant the expense of holding the conference, especially in view 
of the President’s economy program. 


Cancellation of the conference this year in no way affects the policy of hold- 
ing meetings, it is said, and although it is too soon to say anything about a 
conference in 1932, it is expected that one will be held that year. 


The annual meeting of the Naval Reserve Officers’ Association, which usually 
meets at the same time as the Bureau of Navigation’s conference, will be held, 
Ltit will probably not meet in Washington. Decision as to a meeting place and 
dat@ has been held up, pending a conclusion as to the Bureau’s conference and 
now that this is settled, an announcement will probably be made soon.

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Nicaraguan Elections 

Managua, Nicaragua.—On Nov. 17, 
1930, the National Board of Elections 
of Nicaragua completed its work and 
certified the appointments of those 9 
Senators and 22 Deputies elected on 
Nov. 2, 1930. Capt. A. W. Johnson, 
USN, the personal representative of 
President Hoover, appointed last June 
at the request of the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment as the President, National 
Board of Elections, expressed himself 
as greatly pleased with the orderliness 
of the elections and the statements 
from Nicaraguan citizens in general re- 
gardless of party affiliations that the 
elections were free, fair and impartial. 
Capt. Johnson had for his assistants as 
members of the American Electoral 
Mission 51 officers of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps and 608 enlisted men 
of the Navy and Marine Corps. 

These specially selected representa- 
tives of the services, some having had 
the experience of the 1928 elections to 
aid them, and the rest chosen from 
among those who had excellent records 
and a knowledge of Spanish, were pre- 
pared for the election by an intensive 
schooling in electoral law, Spanish and 
tropical hygiene for several months. 
Their successful supervision of the elec- 
tions reflects great credit on the serv- 
ices of which those officers and men are 
members. 

On Nov. 4 the evacuation of the per- 
sonnel commenced, when one officer 
and 27 men left Corinto on the USS 
Sapelo for the Battle Fleet on the West 
Coast. The Rochester, Vega, Cayama, 
Philip, Evans, Wicks and Hamilton 
transported all except 28 enlisted men 
due to sail from Corinto Dec. 2, for 
San Pedro, Calif.

Scrap Six Destroyers 
IX destroyers and two minelayers 
have been stricken from the Navy 
Register and placed on the disposal list 
for sale or scrapping. The destroyers 
are the USS Somers, Farquhar, Ken- 
nedy, Mullany, Percival and Sumner. 
The light minelayers are the Ludlow 
and Burns. The eight ships, which 
were decommissioned in the Spring, are 
at the Navy Yard, Mare Island, and 
form a part of the 34 destroyers decom- 
missioned during the year on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

In all, 58 destroyers, including cer- 
tain ships of the light minelayer 
type, were decommissioned in the 
last year and replaced.in the Fleet by 
other ships of like type. The tonnage 
of the eight ships stricken from the 
Navy Register totals 8,300 standard 
treaty tons. 

The USS Somers was named in mem- 
ory of Lt. Richard Somers, USN; who 
in 1804 took the bomb vessel Intrepid 
into the harbor of Tripoli to destroy 
the enemy’s fleet. The USS Farquhar 
was named in memory of Rear Adm. 
Norman H. Farquhar, USN, who com- 
manded the North Atlantic Squadron 
from 1899 to 1901. 

The USS Kennedy was named in 
memory of the Hon. John Pendleton 
a Secretary of the Navy, 1852- 


The USS Mullany was named in 
memory of Rear Adm. J. R. Madison 
Mullany. and the USS Percival for 
Capt. John Percival, who distinguished 
himself in action during the War of 
1812. 

The USS Sumner was named in mem- 
ory of Capt. Allen M. Sumner, USMC, 
who died in action in France July 19, 
1918, and was posthumously awarded 
Croix de Guerre with gilt star.. The 
USS Ludlow was named in memory of 
Lt. Augustus C. Ludlow, born in 1792, 
who died of wounds received while di- 
recting the fighting in the engagement 
of the Chesapeake and Shannon. The 
USS: Burns was named in memory of 
Capt. Otway Burns, USN. During the 
War of 1812, he commanded the letter 
of marque Snap Dragon, and captured 
several prizes in encounters with Brit- 
ish men-of-war.

Arms for Constitution 
REAk ADM. LOUIS M. NULTON, 

has been asked by the Nationa} 
Rifle Association to aid in the collew 
tion of old flintlocks and pistols to be 
placed in the arsenal of the old frigate, 
USS Constitution.

tion of gasoline per horsepower hour. 
Improvements have also been made in 
air-cooled engines and study given to 
and tests made on the Diesel type. 
Considerable research work has been 
done in bringing new alloys of alumi- 
num, magnesium, steel, etc., to a com- 
mercial stage. 

“Much effort has been made to per- 
fect fog flying instruments, especially 
those necessary to land airplanes 
safely in fog, and to various systems 
designed to guide airplanes to landing 
fields when airdromes are fog-bound. 
It is important to develop the airplane 


and its accessories so that it can op-° 


erate independent of the fog, which at 
the present time is the greatest enemy 
to safe and consistent operation. 

“An experimental parachute has 
been designed and constructed to 
lower a light type of airplane safely 
to the ground. Present types are be- 
ing improved to insure greater safety 
of operation and less swaying in the 
air. 

“Great improvement has been made 
in developing and standardizing air- 
plane and ground lighting equipment. 
This includes a portable system of 
ground lights, which can be carried by 
plane and laid out on the ground for 
emergency use.” 

With respect to Reserve flying, the 
report stresses the need of service type 
equipment for the steadily increasing 
number of highly capable Reserve pi- 
lots. Last year they flew 22,500 hours, 
which is held far from adequate—and 
largely in training planes which do 
little toward increasing or maintain- 
ing the military flying efficiency of 
Reserve officers. 

“The large increase in commercial 
flying,” observes Mr. Davison, “has 
changed our Reserve Corps problem. 
Many Reserve officers are pilots of 
the first rank from the commercial 
standpoint, but to be effective military 
pilots, specialized training is necessary. 
Ordinary training type airplanes are 
of little value to such men. Hence, I 
recommend that funds be provided to 
replace two-thirds of the training-type 
planes by fully-equipped service type 
aircraft. National Guard squadrons, 
of which there are 19, flew 28,714 
hours, with a single fatality, in con- 
trast to 25,375 hours during the pre- 
ceding year, with four fatalities.” 

As for housing and technical con- 
struction, the report shows that build- 
ing accommodations for 2,450 enlsited 
men, 260 non-commissioned officers 
and 80 officers were put up at a cost 
of about $6,300,000. Technical con- 
struction, such as hangars and similar 
equipment, was valued at $3,000,000, 
including $2,000,000 worth of material 
to be used this year. Housing and 
technical construction planned for the 
current fiscal period amount to $12,- 
248,000. Of this, $6,000,000 is for 
technical, the balance for housing con- 
struction.

Chaplains Meet 

HILE some improvement in quar- 
ters and living conditions have 
been manifest at Army posts. Lt. Col. 
Charles S. Macfarland, Chaplain, Aux- 
res., declares in a report on his recent 
tour of Army posts that “there still 
remains much to be wished for in the 
way of quarters for commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers, and for pri- 
vates with families, and there are still 
posts where the buildings are a real 
disgrace, either in part or in whole.” 
The report was made to the General 
Committee on Army and Navy Chap- 
lains at a recent meeting in Washing- 
ton. 
The attendance at the meeting was 
large and representative. Both Col. J. 
E. Yates, Chief of Chaplains of the 
Army, and Capt. S. K. Evans, Chief 
of the Chaplains’ Division of the Navy, 
were present and gave valuable infor- 
mation concerning the activities of the 
past year in their corps, as well as 
assuring the Committee of their readi- 
ness to continue the cooperation which 
had been extended previously by their 
officers. 


The death of three members was 
recorded, namely, the Rt. Rev. Herbert 
Shipman, Protestant Episcopal, Dr. 
Wallace Radcliffe, Presbyterian, and 
Dr. W. Stuart Cramer, Reformed. 

A report was given concerning the 
cooperation of the Committee with 
those in charge of Memorial Day exer- 
cises at the American Church of Paris. 
The arrangements included the decora- 
tion of the graves of Chaplains in the 
various American cemeteries in France. 
Authorization for similar plans for 
1931 was voted. 

It was determined to make also 
proper contacts with local pastors in 
cities near posts and camps so as to 
get the local point of view and secure 
any information or assistance which 
might prove valuable, in that manner. 
A committee will be appointed te study 
this situation and make necessary plans 
for putting the idea into execution. 

Dec. 4 a luncheon will be given in 
honor of Lt. Col. C. S. Macfarland upon 
the occasion of his transfer to the Aux- 
iliary Reserve list, and in recognition 
of the services which he has rendered 
the Committee and the Chaplains 
through a long period of years. This 
will be held at the Army and Navy 
Club. Members of the General Com- 
mittee and Chaplains of the Army and 
Navy will be the guests. 

Other points brought out by Chap. 
Macfarland in his report follow: 

“There is little of especial interest 
to report relative to the Regular Army 
posts. It is gratifying to note that at 
several points new quarters are being 
constructed. While a great improve- 
ment is manifest, there still remains 
much to be wished for in the way of 
quarters for commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers, and for privates 
with families, and there are still posts 
where the buildings are a real disgrace, 
either in part or in whole. 

“At several posts the regular Chap- 
lains have been obliged to be absent 
at times for transport duty and the 
posts left without supervision of re- 
ligious work. There are doubtless Re- 
serve Chaplains who could be found 
for transport duty, and this would re- 
lieve the situation. The failure of Con- 
gress to increase the number of Regu- 
lar Chaplains is still to be regretted. 
“The Summer camps were not as 
adequately supplied with Reserve Chap- 
lains as in previous years, due to in- 
adequate appropriation. I raise the 
question, however, as to whether the 
religious work received its due pro- 
portion. I was told that in one case 
where there was only one Chaplain 
there were 14 Medical Reserves officers 
called for active duty. There should 
be in every case in a Summer camp at 
least two Chaplains, a Protestant and 
a Catholic and in cases where there are 
a considerable number of Jews, a Jew- 
ish Chaplain. This rule was not fol- 
lowed in every case this year. 

“It has been understood that the 
Protestant religious services should be 
of a general and strictly undenomina- 
tional nature, but I note that occasion- 
ally a Reserve Chaplain conducts a 
service which would be regarded as 
denominational in its nature and effect.”

ANOTHER BLOW TO MORALE 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

T noon on November 15, 1930, in 

front of the headquarters of the 

2nd Cavalry, at Ft. Riley, Kans., were 
heard the strains of “Aloha” and “Auld 
Lang Syne.” It was the last and fare- 
well concert of the Regimental Band, 
which that day, under instructions from 
the War Department and in the inter- 
est of the government’s policy of finan- 
cial economy, ceased to exist. 

Thus passes from the last of the al- 
ready pitifully skeletoned Regular 
Army an organization with nearly a 
hundred years of glorious history. This 
is, or rather was, the band that was 
spoken of in an edition of the Balti- 
more American in 1839 in the follow- 
ing words: “The Corps of U. S. Dra- 
goons now quartered at Ft. McHenry 
is said to have attached to it a band of 
musicians which for number and mas- 
terly performance is not exceeded by 
any other in the country.” This was 
the band that on Sept. 14, 1847, played 
Gen. Winfield Scott in triumph into the 
City of Mexico. This was the band 
that played its part in the campaigns 
of the old “Second Dragoons” through- 
out the Civil War, that in the “Indian 
Days” followed the standards of the 
regiment from coast to coast, from 
border to border, to the steaming jun- 
gles of the tropics, and to France. 
After nearly a century, no longer, it 
would appear can the greatest, the 
wealthiest, the most prosperous county 
on earth afford to furnish music to the 
men of its Regular Army, stationed in 
the far-away, isolated stations of the 
West and elsewhere. 

One by one the things that have 
made life in the Army attractive, that 
have brought men to “the colors,” are 
disappearing. The old, bright, attrac- 
tive uniforms are no more to be seen— 
our working clothes are all we have— 








Factory Notes 

Seattle—Boeing Airplane Company 
delivered 44 of the Wasp-powered 
P-12C single-seater Army fighters; 21 
will be delivered during December, 22 
during January and the total contract 
of 131 planes will be completed in 
February. The planes are for fly- 
away delivery and pilots from Lang- 
ley Field, under Capt. Harrison Flick- 
inger, took delivery of the last four 
ships. 

The first Boeing Navy model F4B-2 
single-seater fighter, similar to the 
P-12 except for flotation gear and deck 
arresting equipment, is to have full 
flight test the middle of December, at 
the hands of a flight test board from 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, 

The latest Boeing fighter, which 
uses P-12C standard wings and land- 
ing gear and horizontal tail surfaces 
with metal monocque body, has been 
undergoing flight tests for the past 
month. Official flight test figures are 
not available for release but it can be 
definitely announced that this air- 
plane has performance superior to the 
P-12Cs. Pilot Leslie Tower has taken 
this airplane to Dayton and Washing- 
ton to the Army and Navy Services.

NAVY DEFEATS MARYLAND 

With “Bullet Joe” Kirn” making the 
only touchdown, Navy defeated Mary- 
land University 6 to 0 last Saturday, 
Nov. 22, at Annapolis. This was the 
Middie’s first victory in their last three 
starts; Maryland’s first defeat in its 
last six starts and the tenth loss for 
Maryland at the hands of the Naval 
Academy squad in a series that began 
back in the ’80s. 2 

A capacity crowd of some 24,000 
witnessed the proceedings, among whom 
were Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Francis Adams; Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Ernest Lee Jahncke; Gov. Al- 
bert C. Ritchie of Maryland, Sir Ron- 
ald Lindsay, British Ambassador, and 
Rear. Adm. S. S. Robison, superinten- 
dent of the Naval Academy, and Mrs. 
Robison. Secretary Adams, Adm. Robi- 
son and Mrs. Robison were presented 
with bouquets by three Maryland Uni- 
versity Coeds during intermission. 

The only score came on the third 
play, within two minutes after the 
starting whistle, when “Bullet Joe” 
snagged a pass out of the air, tossed by 
Faber, Midshipman center, and crashed 
through the Maryland forward wall, 
twisting and dodging over 64 yards of 
turf to cross the goal line. Bowstrom 
failed to place kick the extra point. 

Kirn met Berger, Maryland left half, 
on the 40-yard line. Without hesitat- 
ing, he piled into Berger as though he 
were going through a brick wall, and 
both went down, Kirn on top of Ber- 
ger.

WEST COAST A-N GAME 

‘Too much reserve strength in the 

Army ranks proved the undoing of 
the Navy in their annual grid engage- 
ment played as a climax to a program 
of Armistice Day ceremonies at the 
University of California Memorial 
Stadium last Armistice Day. Over 75,- 
000 spectators packed the stadium for 
this event, by far the largest crowd to 
ever attend an inter-service football 
game, exclusive of the Military and 
Naval Academy meetings. 

Playing in an intense heat, the first 
half was scoreless, but in the second 
half the Army reserves wore down the 
first string for the Navy and the Army 
first stringers then came in and pushed 
over one touchdown to win the game, 
6 to 0. ‘ 

As in the five previous meetings of 
these teams, the game was a grid clas- 
sic. No matter how successful the 
season has been for either team prior 
to their meeting on Nov. 11, they 
charged into this game playing inspired 
football. It is the climax of the sea- 
son for them and to win this game is 
to make the season an outstanding 
success. 

Doped to win, the Navy outplayed 
the Army in the first half. Three 
young men answering to the names of 
Le Febre, Payne and Guntert, kept the 
Army in the hole continually. Scor- 
ing chances were lost by the sailors 
when the desperation of the goal posts 
at their backs stiffened the soldiers 
0 they withstood the knocking at the 

oor. 

In the second half the Army coaches 
started a team of substitutes who 
played great football to wear down the 
defense of the sailors. Late in the 
third period Payne was removed from 
the game for the Navy, which threw 
the kicking burden on the shoulders of 
little Phoebe Le Febre. Three of his 
kicks were blocked and then the Army 
first string came freshly into the 
melee. 

Taking the ball on the Navy 33-yard 
line, the Army team, with Cpl. Nodgie 
Gannuzzi at the helm, laid a course 
through the Navy channels which was 
not to be deflected. A series of re- 
verses, fake reverses and short passes 
behind the line of scrimmage carried 
the ball to the 2-foot line where Gan- 
nuzzi pushed it over for 6 _ points. 
Sullivan failed to convert and the 
game ended 6 to 0. 

This is the annual game on the 
Pacific Coast that rates with the most 
important of the _ inter-collegiate 
games. The mere fact that 75,000 
fans attend this game is proof enough 
of the importance of the game, but it 
really must be seen to be appreciated.

CONGRESS WILL MEET on Monday. Its principle duty will be to provide 

the means whereby unemployment will be relieved. This will require large 
appropriations for the public service and public works. Among these items, 
we list the following: 

1. Increase of pay for the Services. 

2. Continuance of the Army and Navy quarters, barracks and hospital build- 
ing program. 

3. Modernization and construction of the ships authorized under the Lon- 
don Treaty. 

4. Adequate appropriations for air equipment. 

5. Increase of the enlisted personnel of the Army, the Navy and the Marine 
Corps, to the strength required for national safety, and to execute the missions 
described in the National Defense Act. 

There are other things needed to be done, settlement of the promotion 
question, improvements in the efficiency of the National Guard and the Reserves, 
revision of the National Defense Act, etc. But, as this is the short session, 
as the eyes of the Executive and the Congress will be addressed directly to! 
expenditures which will relieve unemployment, there can be little expectation of 
constructive legislation aside from that involved in appropriation bills. So, by 
adequate appropriations, the Services can be used as a means to lift the country 
from the depression which exists. 





OW CAN INCREASED PAY HELP the general situation when men and 
women are applying for jobs for three or four days a week? The Army and 
the Navy for the most part are scattered about the country, and those on foreign 
duty send money back to the United States to support dependents or to meet 
other needs. The pay received is disbursed in small purchases, for food, clothing, 
schooling, in fact, for all the things required by persons in civil life. More 
money will go to the small merchants, and the small merchants will have to 
call upon the jobbers and they in turn upon the manufacturers, for further sup- 
plies. Thus, the endless chain will carry heavier orders, and the effect will be 
better opportunity for employment. We place, however, our plea for an increase 
of pay upon a higher plane than that of helpfulness in the unemployment situ- 
ation. We have at heart the morale of the Services, and we stress this quotation 
from the able annual report of Gen. Summerall as Chief of Staff: 
“The proper standards of living cannot be maintained under the conditions 


imposed by the Service.” 

Indeed, Gen. Summerall goes so far as to intimate that it is far better to 
have a small organization with adequate provision for pay and promotion than 
a larger one “poorly supported, with the accompanying discontent, low morale, 
depreciation of standards and lack of efficiency.” It is a tribute to the high 
sense of patriotism inspiring the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps that 
subversive propaganda of communism has made no progress in their ranks. We 
are certain it will not do so, but we should, as a government, sedulously remove 
any causes for dissatisfaction. The prime cause for this feeling is poor pay. 
Let us have sufficient to enable officers and men and their families to live under 


proper conditions. 





r HAS BEEN MANIFEST for a long time that the policy of reduction of the 

personnel of the Services has brought them to the point where they cannot 
adequately provide for the national defense and discharge the functions con- 
nected therewith or the missions imposed upon them by law. The strength of 
the land force has been cut by the necessity of taking from it to build up the 
Air Corps. Our columns have announced from time to time that certain organi- 
zations had been rendered inactive in order to accomplish this direction. So 
far as the country is aware, the Army has an adequate force, as have the Navy 
and the Marine Corps. Let us be done with hypocrisy. Under the law, the Army, 
for example, has an authorized strength of 280,000 men. Its actual strength 
at present, and this includes officers and enlisted men, is approximately 130,000, 
or a little more than one officer or man for every thousand inhabitants of the 
United States. In the territorial United States there are not more than 56,000 
officers and men, or less than a half an officer or man for every thousand inhabi- 
tants. The Navy has not sufficient men to man the ships available, and many 
have had to be decommissioned in order to provide full crews for vessels kept 
in service. What is true of the Navy is true of the Marine Corps. And this 
at a time when there are more armed men throughout the world than at any 


time in history. 





S TO HOUSING: We ask the Appropriation Committees of the two Houses 


of Congress to visit nearby military posts and see the kind of quarters and 
barracks in which officers and men are forced to live. When they are in New 
York, let them visit Fort Jay, and see the shacks occupied there. What kind 
of an impression is made upon foreigners entering that port by the ramshackle 
buildings provided by the richest nation in the world for its troops? We con- 
tinue to express the great debt the Army is under to Congressman James for the 
activity he has displayed in this matter of quarters and barracks for the Army, 
and members of the Naval Committees are deserving of appreciation for the 
interest they have manifested in like provision for the Navy and the Marine Corps. 
But a great deal remains to be done. Here is an opportunity for the purchase 


of construction material and for employment which ought not to be overlooked.

IN THE JOURNAL 
60 YEARS AGO 








General Sherman’s annual report is 
short and sensible, and goes directly 
to the point with its recommendations, 
wasting no unnecessary words in 
statement. Gen. Sherman advises Con- 
gress be asked to provide for the en- 
gineers, ordnance, signal detachment, 
and hospital stewards, so that the limit 
of 30,000 fixed for the Army shall ap- 
ply only to the troops of the line and 
the necessary recruiting parties. 

Commodore John C. Carter, of the 
retired list of the Navy, died at the 
Mansion House in Brooklyn on Nov. 
24, 1870, of disease of the heart, the 
fatal termination being described to 
fatigue incurred in journeying over- 
land from San Francisco, where he 
has been stationed in command of the 
Naval rendezvous. 

There must be something to the mi- 
trailleur, for not only have the Bar- 
varians a battery of them on trial in 
France, but the French authorities 
cling to the weapon in a way that 
proves either that it has been found 
valuable, or that, fighting men being 
scarce in France, the government means 
to supplement their energies as well 
as possible. A late decree directs the

Vice Admiralty Awarded 
AWARD of the vacant vice admiralcy 

in the United States Navy, unfilled 
since Sept. 12, 1928, was made this week 
to the Commander, Light Cruiser Di- 
visions, Scouting Fleet, when Rear 
Adm. George R. Marvell, USN, hoisted 
a three-starred flag over the USS Noth- 
ampton and assumed the rank of vice 
admiral. 

Vice Adm. Marvell, who commands 
the Light Cruiser Divisions, and Light 
Cruiser Division Five as well, ran up 
his new flag aboard the Northampton 
off Chesapeake Bay, Nov. 25. The as- 
signment fills the rank of Vice Admiral, 
United States Navy.

“It has been seen that the objections 
by the bureau chiefs to the supervisory 
control of the Chief of Staff culmi- 
nated in the controversy between The 
Adjutant General and the Chief of 
Staff in 1911, in which the Secretary 
of. War sustained the Chief of Staff. 
It has also been seen that this opposi- 
tion was reflected in the national de- 
fense act of 1916, in which Secretary 
Baker ruled that the Chief of Staff and 
the General Staff should continue to 
function as before. The World War 
vindicated the wisdom and the neces- 
sity of this decision. After the war, 
‘the Army Regulations relative to the 
duties of the Chief of Staff, formulated 
by Mr. Root and substantially retained 
by Mr. Baker, were revoked and a para- 
graph was substituted which omitted 
the vital element of supervision over 
the chiefs of bureaus. As a result 
there has grown up since 1920 a sys- 
tem containing all of the evils the Gen- 
eral Staff law of 1903 was designed to 
correct. The approved plans of the 
General Staff for the national defense 
can only be made effective through the 
coordinating and supervisory powers of 
the Chief of Staff and the authority 
conferred upon him by the national de- 
fense act to “act as agent of the Sec- 
retary of War in carrying them into 
effect.” This situation which seems to 
fontain elements of danger for the 
national defense can be corrected by 
the restoration of the regulations for- 
mulated by Secretary Root. A recom- 
mendation for their restatement with 
necessary clarifying amendments has 
been submitted. A copy is attached 
hereto marked Appendix B. Favorable 
action is again recommended.” 

And in another part of the report: 

“It is evident that control over sup- 

lies made available for military use 
as essential to the inilitary authori- 
ties in the discharge of the responsi- 
bilities imposed upon them as is the 
control over the personnel from which 
troop units are formed. Personnel and 
materiel are the two basic inseparable 
elements of military force. Without 
control over the necessary materiel, a 
military commander is powerless to 
wage a campaign. It may be indiffer- 
ent to the military authorities how the 
supplies ate procured, provided the 
method is effective. Once procured for 
military use, however, munitions should 
be as completely under their control as 
the personnel placed at their disposal. 
They must be empowered to determine 
the types of articels required, the pri- 
orities in which they are furnished, and 
the places where they are to be de- 
livered.” wis 
* 


“A study for the revision of Army 
Regulations has been submitted to the 
Secretary of War by the Chief of Staff 
which with the recommendations in Ap- 
pendix B attached hereto would have 
the effect of bringing the storage, dis- 
tribution, and issue of supplies after 
procurement and upon receipt in gen- 
eral depots, within the military chain 
of command. A copy of the proposed 
revision is hereto attached as Appen- 
dix C. Favorable action is again 
recommended.” 

Other salient extracts from the re- 
port follow: 

“A system of production under which 
the supply departments would become 
for the most part bureaus of design 
with supervision of procurement would 
be for the best interests of the service 
and the national defense.”

A 
bill to rem the deficiency has been 
introduced ‘in Congress (H. R. 1246—a 
bill to amend the national defense act 
so as to reestablish the Regular Army 
Reserve as a component of the Regular

“Regarded solely from the viewpoint 
of its sufficiency to serve as an agency 
for facilitating a general mobilization, 
the foregoing review of our current 
military activity is sufficient to dem- 
onstrate that the strength of the regu- 
lar Army is entirely inadequate. The 
strength of the Regular Army required 
to serve as a basis for the mobiliza- 
tion of a war-time army has been 
taken under study by the General 
Staff. Its conclusions were that, in 
addition to the overseas garrisons, the 
R Army should have sufficient 
strength to permit of the maintenance 
at peace strength of three infantry di- 
visions, six reinforced brigades, one 
cavalry division and certain corps, 
army, general headquarters reserve, 
and harbor-defense troops, including 
the Air Corps units now contemplated 
in the 5-year program. These organi- 
zations call for a total strength of the 
Regular Army of 165,000 men, or an 
increase of 46,250 men over the pres- 
ent establishment. A project embody- 
ing these conclusions was submitted to 
the Committee on Military Affairs of 
the House of Representatives at the re- 
quest of the chairman of the commit- 
tee and was published in the hearings 
of that committee dated Jan. 8, 1927 
(History of Army appropriation esti- 
mates, 1928—Major Army project No. 
1). This strength can be considered 
as an admissible minimum only from 
the standpoint that it will make it pos- 
sible to maintain efficiency in the train- 
ing of the combined arms, the instruc- 
tion of regular officers in the practical 
command of troops, and the develop- 
ment of civilian components. 

“The National Guard is expected to 
furnish on mobilization in a major 
emergency a force of two field armies 
plus a proportionate number of general 
headquarters reserve and harbor-de- 
fense troops. Certain units are lacking 
to complete this contingent. The Mili- 
tia Bureau has prepared a program to 
round out the organization of the Na- 
tional Guard which calls for raising its 
authorized strength to 210,000 men. 

“The immediately foregoing para- 
graphs have dealt with the sufficiency 
of our defensive system under the as- 
sumption that developments in the in- 
ternational situation since the World 
War have been so favorable that the 
readiness for immediate action contem- 
plated in the national defense act is no 
longer necessary. This question should 
not, however, be dismissed without re- 
marking that this period has seen no 
reduction in the mobilizable forces of 
foreign nations in trained troops and 
that the number of men under arms 
throughout the world is greater than 
at any previous epoch in the peace-time 
history of mankind.”

was equipped with such materiel as 
was then available. The speed of the 
tanks was so low, and the materiel was 
so obsolete, that little knowledge of 
value was gained. The latest tanks 
developed by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment were tested and found to be un- 
satisfactory. A board was appointed 
to study the results of the experiment 
and submitted recommendations for 
the organization and equipment of a 
mechanized force. The execution of 
the recommendations depended upon 
securing funds for the manufacture of 
modern equipment, assuming that the 
ordnance tank could be satisfactorily 
modified. It was found, however, that 
this tank could not be. so improved. 
There exist good grounds for the belief 
that the latest tank developed by the 
inventor, Mr. Christie, may prove sat- 
isfactory. In that case funds will be 
requested for its procurement. The 
tank board has also a promising proj- 
ect for reengining the war-time tanks 
and thus obtaining a speed which will 
permit their provisional use in a me- 
chanized force. Based on this prog- 
ress, a mechanized force, as recom- 
mended by a board which has recently 
completed a restudy of the organiza- 
tion, was assembled at Ft. Eustis on 
Oct. 11, 1930, equipped with all old and 
experimental materiel ,available.”

“Publicity on military expenditures 
has often presented an incorrect pic- 
ture of the cost of the Military Estab- 
lishment. The cost of past wars in the 
form of pensions and public debt, 
which in reality have been in large 
part due to our failure to provide an 
adequate defensive system in time of 
peace, are often set down as charges 
against the Military Establishment. 
Likewise expenditures on such civil 
items as river and harbor improvement, 
which have no bearing on the mainte- 
nance of the existing Army or on 
preparation for future conflicts, are 
frequently charged to the military ac- 
count.

ply establishments, personnel replace. 
ment depots, general hospitals and 
means of communication, thus reliev- 
ing the commanders of the combat zone 
of all agencies, burdens and responsi- 
bilities not actually a part of combat 
operations. 

In the communications zone the char- 
acter of transportation is very largely 
commercial with much military trans. 
port of.all kinds operating in conjunc. 
tion with it. Civilian communities are 
generally undisturbed and commercial 
activities continue. Transportation, 
line and terminal operations, may be 
foreign, but none the less commercial, 
and the military transportation im- 
posed upon the commercial system 
must be coordinated with local commer- 
cial and civilian requirements and 
rights. Military control will neces- 
sarily dominate commercial control, 
but the military commander will co- 
operate with and rely upon commercial 
authorities and resources to’ a very 
great extent. 


Combat Zone 


In the combat zone, however, condi- 
tions will be very different. In this 
zone, civil life and commerce are 
greatly disturbed, if indeed they are 
not entirely absent. In this zone trans- 
portation is entirely military. It is 
actually commanded by combat com- 
manders. It is operated and main- 
tained by the military. It is subject 
to peculiar and everchanging condi- 
tions and cannot be operated and main- 
tained as it is in more peaceful zones 
and in peace-time commerce. It is 
the problem of the operation and main- 
tenance of transportation and of motor 
transport particularly in and for the 
combat zone, that underlies the scheme 
of maintenance presented in this paper. 

The requirements of operation and 
maintenance of transportation in and 
for the combat zone must govern all 
considerations and decisions regarding 
motor transportation in the Army. 
The extent to which motor transport 
will probably be used in possible zones 
of military operations, more particu- 
larly the possible combat zones, and the 
requirements imposed by military sit- 
uations and conditions in these combat 
zones, is as important to the automo- 
tive industry and to all ciizens who in- 
fiupence the production, operation and 
maintenance of our motor transport, as 
to the Army. It must be remembered 
that in the combat zone there will be 
no operating commercial factories, ga- 
rages, service stations or distributors 
of automotive supplies to rely upon. 
All such necessary adjuncts of mainte- 
nance must be rehabilitated, or new- 
ly installed and operated by the Army. 

Communications between the nearest 
commercial automotive facilities and 
the military organizations engaged in 
the operation of motor vehicles will 
be extremely limited and difficult to 
use. Ship and rail tonnage priorities 
are always given to food, ammunition 
and supplies most closely identified 
with combat. 

The good automobile roads upon 
which our commerce relies for its mo- 
tor transportation may be extremely 
limited in a combat zone, or if present, 
the use of such roads may be largely 
denied us by the enemy by the use of 
artillery, gas and airplanes. Un- 
doubtedly mechanically driven vehicles 
with real cross-country ability will be 
required in much greater numbers than 
ever before, and the use of such ve- 
hices will greatly complicate an al- 
ready difficult problem of automotive 
repair and supply, unless this problem 
is carefully and cleverly served in time 
of peace through vehicle design, de- 
velopment and procurement planning. 
The organization and administration of 
maintenance, the training of motor 
transport and other troops in opera- 
tion and maintenance, and the estab- 
lishment of definite maintenance sys- 
tems, applicable to all motor vehicles, 
to all arms and services and to all mili- 
tary situations, is the motor transport 
engineering problem presented for dis- 
cussion, with particular reference to 
the problem of maintenance of the 
motor vehicles that will be used in our

Brig. Gen. Henry Albert Reed, USA, 
ret., died at San Juan, Porto Rico, Nov.

eS is the annual report of 
The Adjutant General of the Army, 
Maj. Gen. C. H. Bridges, to the Sec- 
retary of War for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1930, as made public by the 
War Department in extract form: 

Authorized Strength of the Army— 
The act of July 2, 1926, provided for 
an increase in the maximum commis- 
sioned strength of the Army of 403 
in the Air Corps, this increase to be 
distributed over a 5-year period be- 
ginning July 1, 1926. Taking into ac- 
count 4 of the 5 increments, the maxi- 
mum commissioned strength, author- 
ized by law was, was 12,322. Inasmuch 
as current appropriations were suffi- 
cient for the pay of an average of but 
12,000 officers, and in accord with the 
policy of the administration that the 
appropriations be not exceeded, the 

maximum was not attained at any time 
during the year. The commissioning, 
in June, of 236 graduates of the United 
States Military Academy places the 
commissioned strength, at the end of 
the fiscal year, somewhat above the 
number justified by available funds, 
but this condition is a temporary one 
which will adjust itself as vatancies 
materialize. Care was exercised to the 
end that the average’ commissioned 
strength for the year be kept within 
such limits as not to conflict with the 
financial program of the President. 

The act of Congress approved April, 
1926, authorized a maximum enlisted 
strength (exclusive of Philippine 
Scouts) of 125,000, and the act of July 
2, 1926, provided for an increase of 
6,240 enlisted men to be allotted to the 
Air Corps in five approximately equal 
annual increments, thus bringing the 
authorized enlisted strength for 1930 
to 129,992, taking into account four 
of the five increments. However, the 
act approved February 28, 1929, mak- 
ing appropriations for the military and 
nonmilitary activities of the War De- 
partment provided funds sufficient only 
for an average enlisted strength of 
118,750 men, exclusive of Philippine 
Scouts, for the fiscal year 1930. The 
act approved May 28, 1930, making 
similar appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1931, provides for an enlisted 
strength of about the same number. 

Actual Strength of the Army on 
June 30, 1930—The actual strength of 
the active Army of the United States 
on June 30, 1930, by classes of per- 
sonnel, was as follows:

In addition to all of the foregoing, 
there were 807 Army nurses (612 Regu- 
lar and 195 Reserve), 32 contract sur- 
geons, and 922 cadets at the United 
States Military Academy, on June 30, 
1930, making altogether 139,406 indi- 
viduals in the military service on that 
date. 

Of the 137,645 commissioned officers, 
warrant officers and enlisted men in the 
military service on June 30, 1930, a 
total of 97,711 were serving in the 
continental United States, 15,155 in 
Hawaii, 9,302 in the Canal Zone, 315 
in Alaska, 1,098 in Porto Rico, 11,232 
in the Philippine Islands, including 
6,542 officers and enlisted men of the 
Philippine Scouts, 1,008 in China, 27 in 
France (attached to the Graves Regis- 
tration Service or acting as escorts 
of Gold Star Mothers and widows vis- 
iting American cemeteries in Europe), 
1 in Japan (transport quartermaster, 
Nagasaki), 280 in Nicaragua (Inter- 
oceanic canal survey), and 1,506 were 
either en route from one country to 
another, on leave of absence, or serv- 
ing as military attaches in various for- 
eign countries.

Commissions Accepted—During the 
fiscal year 456 persons accepted ap- 
pointments as commissioned officers in 
the Regular Army and one, a graduate 
of the Military Academy, in the Phiip- 
pine Scouts. “Of the 456 appointed in 
the Regular Army one, an officer in the 
National Guard of Indiana, was ap- 
pointed Chief of the Militia Bureau, 
with the rank of major general; 235 
were graduates of the Military Acad- 
emy; 139 appointed in the Air Corps 
as the result of special examinations, 
were all Reserve officers and included 
one former officer of the Regular Army, 
one honor graduate (Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps) of an approved insti- 
tution, 86 college graduates other than 
honor graduates, and 51 other civilian 
eligibles; 31 were medical Reserve offi- 
cers and 50 (including one former offi- 
cer of the Medical Corps) were suceess- 
ful candidates of prescribed examina- 
tions. 

Losses of the Army—During the fis- 
cal year 175 commissioned officers were 
retired, 102 resigned, 16 were dis- 
charged, five were dismissed, one was 
dropped, 79 (including four retired of- 
ficers on active duty) died and 21 re- 
tired officers previously assigned to 
active duty were relieved therefrom. 

The intelligence tests used in the se- 
lection of recruits for the Regular 
Army were continued during the year 
and resulted in the rejection of many 
who were unfit for military service. 
Due to this and to the improvement of 
housing, rationing and recreational ac- 
tivities in the Army in an effort to 
make the service as attractive as pos- 
sible, the percentage of desertion was 
materially reduced, being 4.78 per cent 
for the fiscal year 1930, as compared 
to 5.20 per cent for the previous fiscal 
year. The losses from all causes among 
enlisted men during the fiscal year ag- 
gregated 62,714, by far the greater 
number having been discharged be- 
cause of expiration of term of service. 

Recruiting for the Regular Army— 
Due to the activities of the Recruiting 
service, a total of 61,049 men enlisted 
or reenlisted in the Army during the 
fiscal year, including the enlistment 
of 1,171 in the Philippine Scouts. Of 
the 59,878 men enlisted during the fis- 
cal year, exclusive of Philippine Scouts, 
56,214 (or 93.88 per cent) were native 
born and 3,664 (or 6.12 per cent) were 
foreign born. Of the men enlisted in 
the Regular Army, 58,021 were white 
(including 608 Porto Ricans), 1,561 
were colored and 296 were of other 
races. 

Warrant Officers—No legislation was 
enacted during the fiscal year to in- 
crease the authorized number of war- 
rant officers. There were 10 new ap- 
pointments (none of which were sub- 
ject to the limitations as to the num- 
ber of warrant officers imposed by the 
act approved June 30, 1922), and 59 
separations during the year, a net re- 
duction of 49, leaving a total in all 
classes of 1,089 in service on June 30, 
1930. Included in the 1,089 warrant 
officers now on duty, there were 40 in 
the Mine Planter Service and 93 band- 
leaders, leaving but 956 hose services 
can be utilized for clerical duty. 

Retired Officers With Civil War 
Service—Among the Regular Army 
officers on the retired list on June 30, 
1930, 33 had served in the United 
States Army, Navy, or Marine Corps 
during the Civil War. 

Advanced Rank on Retired List for 
Officers Who Served During the World 
War—tThe act of Congress approved 
June 21, 1930, authorized the advance- 
ment on the retired list of commis- 
sioned officers who served during the 
World War. Under the provisions of 
that act a total of 695 commissioned 
officers, now on the retired list, were

U. S. Army Engineer Battalion in 
Nicaragua—A provisional battalion of 
Engineers was sent to Nicaragua in 
the latter part of 1929 to make sur- 
veys of the route of the proposed Nica- 
ragua canal, authorized by the act of 
Congress approved March 2, 1929. The 
first contingent arrived in Nicaragua 
on August 29, 1929, the remainder of 
the battalion arriving on October 286, 
1929. The strength of the battalion on 
June 30, 1930, consisted of 26 officers 
and 254 enlisted men, a total of 280. 


Officers’ Reserve Corps—The aggre- 
gate strength of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps at the end of the fiscal year was 
113,523 including 11,606 officers who 
held commissions in both the National 
Guard and the Reserve Corps, This is 
a net increase of 766 during the fiscal 
year. Of the 113,523 members of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, 21,270 received 
training during the fiscal year for pe- 
riods of 14 days and 1,123 for longer 
periods, a total of 22,293 Reserve offi- 
cers to receive training. These train- 
ees were drawn from every part of the 
United States and include Reserve offi- 
cers of all grades and every branch of 
the service. 

Reserve Officers’ Training Corps— 
Reports of inspecting officers evidence 
keen interest and enthusiasm on the 
part of the personnel of the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, and indicate 
that the training is developing initia- 
tive and leadership among the students. 

On June 30, 1930 there were 321 
units of the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps with a total enrollment of 114,- 
364 located at 228 civil educational in- 
stitutions. Of this number 218 were 
senior units with an enrollment of 73,- 
030 and 103 were junior units with an 
enrollment of 41,334. During the fiscal 
year commissions as second lieutenants 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps were 
tendered to 5,028 graduates of the sec- 
cond year advanced course and 842 
others who were under 21 years of age 
or who did not desire appointment at 
the time received certificates which en- 
title them to appointment at any time 
within 5 years from date of gradua- 
tion. At the close of the fiscal year 
there were 793 commissioned officers, 
18 warrant officers and 934 - enlisted 
men on duty as military instructors at 
civilian educational institutions. 

As the result of inspection of es- 
sentially military schools, made by a 
board of officers designated by the Sec- 
retary of War, 21 schools throughout 
the country were rated as “honor mil- 
itary schools” and 37 high schools whose 
military departments have attained ex- 
ceptionally high standards were an- 
nounced as “honor high schools” for 
1930. 

During the Summer of 1929, at 43 
different Army posts, 69 Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Training Corps camps were 
held for a period of six weeks, the to- 
tal attendance being 6,612. 

Citizens’ Military Training Camps— 
During the Summer of 1929 there were 
conducted 53 camps at military posts 
in various parts of the country, to pro- 
vide for the military instruction and 
training of civilians and selected war- 
rant officers and enlisted men of the 
Regular Army with a view to their 
preparation for commission as Reserve 
officers or noncommissioned officers. As 
a result 36,533 trainees completed the 
course. Of 1,795 trainees who were 
graduated from the Blue course, 46 
were appointed second lieutenants in 
the Reserve Corps. 

The Military Academy—At the close 
of the fiscal year there was a total of 
926 cadets (including three Filipino 
eadets and four foreigners) on the 
rolls of the Military Academy. A total 
of 313 candidates qualified for admis- 
sion to the Academy and were author- 
ized to report on July 1, 19380, to the 
superintendent for enrollment at the 
school. The admission of these new ca- 
dets brings the strength of the Corps 
of cadets up to 1,239. The 313 new 
eadets were appointed from the fol-

USNR Radio Trophy 
A TROPHY, to be awarded to the 
Navy Reserve radio control sta- 


tion which stands highest in drill at- 
tendance for the competitive year end- 
ing June 30, 1931, has been delivered 
by the Navy Department to the office 
of Naval Communications, which is 
supervising the radio competition. 

Twenty-two Naval Reserve radio 
control stations within the continental 
limits of the United States and one 
control station at Balboa, Canal Zone, 
are entered in the competition, which 
was inaugurated Sept. 4. The returns 
to date show that the 9th Naval Dis- 
trict, with headquarters at Great 
Lakes, IIl., and the 7th Naval District, 
with headquarters at Key West, 
are tied for first place, each with: 1 
per cent. drill attendance to date. 

The competition is based on the — 
highest percentage in drill attendance 
during the Navy’s national radio drill 
held each Thursday night throughout 
the year. The rules for the competi- 
tion provide that if two or more sta- 
tions are tied for first place, the trophy 
will be awarded to the district whose 
radio stations have, in the opinion of 
the Chief of Naval Operations, set the 
best example of correct opera’ 
good procedure, and promptness 
answering calls. 

The trophy, a handsome loving cup, 
will be forwarded to the commandant 
of the winning district, who will send 
it to the control stations to be placed 
on exhibition during the year follow- 
ing that in which the stations stood 
one in competition. Each year the 
call letters of the stations in the win- 
ning district will be inscribed on the 
trophy.

n and, consequently, it would be 
illogical to suppose that the better tone 
is due to expected immediate appear- 
ance of better news,” states the E. A. 
Pierce & Co., in a recent morning stock 
letter. “In other words, there is no 
reason to suppose that the rally is any- 
thing other than technical. However, 
the advance is progressing in a per- 
fectly normal manner; the market 
moves ahead quietly, hesitates, absorbs 
a fair amount of realizing and then 
climbs a little higher.” 

“Inasmuch as the market is unlikely 
to receive any material help from

Pierce & Co., points out in another 
morning stock letter. “On that basis, 
it would be expected that a test point 
for U. S. Steel would be 150 and for 
American Can 120.

[HE plotting board for Field Artil- 

lery observation batteries, Plotting 
Board, T3, has been completed at the 
Frankford Arsenal. This board was 
manufactured in accordance with spec- 
ifications outlined by the using serv- 
ice, and will shortly be submited to 
service test. 

Release has been given for production 
of a quantity of Sight Mounts, M4, for

This release had been with- 
held pending decision as to the pre- 
ferred type of graduation for the va- 
rious scales used on the instrument and 
its optical components. 

The earlier type of pack howitzer 
sight mount, the T3, with its pano- 
ramic sight, Type A, has been remod- 
eled to be interchangeable on the 
mounts with the standard type, the 
M3, with panoramic telescope M1. 
Also, the instruments themselves have 
been modified as far as practicable 
into basic agreement with the newer 
types, and may now be considered as 
identical instruments, 

Present plans call for the assembly 
of the on-carriage Fire Control equip- 
ment manufactured for the 75-mm. all- 
purpose material, T2, to the carriage 
at Aberdeen Proving Ground. 

The current program for equipping 
the Optical Laboratory at Franford 
Arsenal with the best modern testing, 
research and adjustment devices, will 
give the Ordnance Department a labora- 
tory capable of pursuing any antici- 
pated research or development prob- 
lems. Extensive study of equipment 
used in outside laboratories handling

of the bubble to valueless proportions. 

Tests recently conducted at the Ab- 
erdeen Proving Ground on the 75-mm. 
mortar M3 and carriage M1 indicate 
that this material is not satisfactory, 
particularly in the method of loading 
the new ammunition and in the time re- 
quired for cross-leveling the carriage. 
Studies of various arrangements to 
eliminate these difficulties have been 
undertaken. 

The Ordnance Department is still 
awaiting the report of the 37-mm. gun 
material, M1 and cart M2, from the 
Infantry board before releasing a num- 
ber of these vehicles for manufacture. 

As a result of competitive bidding 
an award was made to the White Com- 
pany of Cleveland, Ohio, for the man- 
ufacture of one light 4-wheel, 2-wheel 
drive chassis to mount the two-gun .50 
caliber A.A. machine gun mount, T2. 
This mount has done very well in the 
tests at Aberdeen Proving Ground and 
it was therefore decided to mount it on 
a new model chassis. The chassis be- 
ing procured is equipped with a power- 
driven water pump and a special water 
tank for cooling the guns, as well as 
other special equipment. 

Mr. Edward Browning and a repre- 
sentative of Colt’s Patent Fire Arms 
Mfg. Co. visited the Ordnance Depart- 
ment recently to demonstrate a new 
semi-automatic rifle developed by Mr. 
Browning, using the German 7.9-mm. 
cartridge. The rifle was recoil operated 
and weighed nine and one-half pounds. 
In the limited amount of firing that was 





carried on for the demonstration the 
rifle functioned satisfactorily. 
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Sec. Payne’s Report 
‘THE annual report of Hon. F. H. 
Payne, Assistant Secretary of 
War, was released for publication this 
week. Following appear extracts from 
the report: 
Stock Fund 

At the present time the stocks of 
military supplies on hand in our depots 
are not properly balanced. The an- 
nual appropriations are barely suffic- 
ient to meet the current needs of the 
Army, and consequently hand-to-mouth 
buying in uneconomical quantities is 
practiced. 

To remedy this condition it is pro- 
posed to request Congress at its next 
session to authorize the establishment 
of a stock fund for use by the supply 
services. This stock fund will be used 
to— 

(1) Procure supplies in quantities 
sufficient to obtain price reductions. 

(2) Make seasonal purchases. 

(3) Provide a stock of articles in 
general use by the Army so as to ex- 
pedite issues when required. 

This stock fund will not be used to 
augment the annual appropriations, as 
these latter will be required to reim- 
burse the stock fund for all issues 
made from it. 

It is also proposed to secure the cash 
for the stock fund by asking Congress 
to authorize the conversion to such 
purpose of the proceeds of sales of 
surplus military supplies. 

In the last annual report of this of- 
fice mention was made of the plan to 
prepare a statistical manual which 
would prescribe in considerable detail 
the operations of statistical control in 
time of war by the Assistant Secretary 
of War. In order to determine its ef- 
fectiveness, this manual is now avail- 
able in tentative form for study in 
connection with war games. 

The inadequate number of officers 
engaged on procurement planning has 
been repeatedly emphasized in pre- 
vious annual reports. At the end of 
the fiscal year 92 officers on duty in 
the supply services and in the office 
of the Assistant Secretary of War were 
engaged in full-time procurement plan- 
ning operations, and 44 additional of- 
ficers were on part-time duty in con- 
nection with this work. 

As long as the Army appropriations 
act contains the provision that no 
funds shall be available for industria] 
planning work if the number of offi- 
cers is increased over that engaged in 
the previous fiscal year, there is no 
possibility of augmenting the person- 
nel on this duty. 

War Reserve Stocks 

War reserve stocks of many essential 
items remained on hand when war pro- 
duction ceased after the armistice. 
These stocks are now unbalanced and 
show many important shortages as 
measured by estimates based on mo- 
bilization and operation plans. Year 
by year these stocks have been de- 
pleted by deterioration and budgetary 
limitations. 


tion of some of the more important 
items of ammunition was undertaken. 
However, the rate at which this work 
has progressed has_not approached the 
rate of deterioration. The stocks avail- 
able at the end of the year are there- 
fore smaller than at the close of the 
preceding year. 

As mobilization and operation plans 
have been revised from time to time 
the differences between war reserve 
stocks and war reserve requirements 
have become more pronounced. The 
money value of these differences is so 
large that no financial plan for balanc- 
ing them has appeared practicable, and 
plans for the augmentation of the more 
important items have made but slight 
progress. 

It would appear that no feasible 
plan for balancing war reserve stocks 
with war reserve requirements can be 
drawn until mobilization and operation 
plans and estimated consumption rates 
are adjusted to harmonize more nearly 
with budgetary possibilities and the 
productive capacity of the nation. 

Recommendations 

In order to accelerate industrial war 
planning it is recommended that the 
legislative restriction limiting the per- 
sonnel on this duty to the largest num- 
ber employed in the previous fiscal] 
year, be eliminated from future legis- 
lation. 

It is further recommended that the 
commandant of the Army Industrial 
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College be made a member of the Edu- 
cational Advisory Board.

Army Extension Courses—During 
the fiscal year 38,431 students through- 
out the country were enrolled in the 
Army extension courses, which, under 
the direction of The Adjutant General’s 
Office, are conducted by the several 
corps area and department command- 
ers. This enrollment includes 22 per 
cent of the personnel of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 

Library Service—The Army Library 
service constitutes an important fea- 
ture of the recreational system of the 
Army. During the past year there were 
in operation 163 main libraries, 157 


traveling libraries and five Army 
transport libraries. The number of 
volumes in the libraries, including 


those in the traveling libraries, is ap- 
proximately 883,000, with a recorded 
circulation from the year of approxi- 
mately 1,554,000. 

Motion Picture Service—The Army 
Motion Picture service was highly suc- 
cessful during the fiscal year. The 
amount of the \§ ofjt-sharing checks re- 
turned to profit-making posts during 
the year totaled $47,384.09. Altogether 
a total of $175,779.09 was either re- 
turned to or spent on the theatres dur- 
ing the year. Talking motion picture 
equipment was installed in 47 thea- 
tres. 

During the year 15,038 complete pro- 
grams were shown with a total attend- 
ance amounting to 3,718,034. 

The presentation of motion picture 
shows on Army transports is reported 
to be the most valuable single agency 
in providing entertainment for the pas- 
sengers and crews. During the past 
year 781 motion picture programs were 
shown on the transports.

Although the time for filing applica- 
tions for retirement under the act of 
Congress approved May. .24, 1928 (45 
Stat. L. pt. 1,735), which provided for 
the retirement of certain emergency 
officers, expired on May 24, 1929, re- 
quests for information from the rec- 
ords as to the military and medical 
histories of such officers are still being 
received in considerable numbers from 
the United States Veterans’ Bureau. 
The total number of these calls dis- 
posed of up to June 30, 1930, was 13,- 
874, of which 1,524 were handled dur- 
ing the fiscal year. In addition to fur- 
nishing this information in the cases 
of retired emergency officers the law 
provides that their names shall be pub- 
lished in the official Army Register. In 
the cases of 3,829 such officers the 
names and complete statements of serv- 
ice were published in the 1930 issue of 
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the Army Register, and in addition, 
the names only were published in 2,- 
341 cases. Woxk is continuing on the 
preparation of statements of service 
in these uncompleted cases with the 
object of their inclusion in the register 
to be issued on January 1, 1931. 
Finger-print Identification—The fin- 
ger-print system of identification was 
adopted by the Army in 1906. Since 
that time a grand total of of 5,265,726 
finger-print records have been made, 
representing 4,761,896 individuals. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year, through the use of 
this method, 2,189 persons were identi- 
fied as deserters, dishonorably dis- 
charged men or other delinquents. 
Identifications were also made in the 
case of 3,128 applicants for certificates 
in lieu of lost or destroyed discharge 
certificates. Finger prints of 22,695 
individuals, submitted by various Fed- 
eral and State agencies, were checked, 
of which number approximately 5,600 
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were identified as having had Army 
service. The total number of applicants 
for adjusted compensation whose fin. 
ger prints have been verified by com- 
parison with those on file in this off. 
ce to June 30, 1930, is 3,339,816, of 
which number 43,630 were verified dur- 
ing the fiscal year. 

Current Work of The Adjutant Gen. 
eral’s Office—During the fiscal year 
3,091,852 separate pieces of mail mat- 
ter were received in the office of The 
Adjutant General, distributed to the 
proper divisions of that office and dis- 
posed of either by recording and filing 
or by- having appropriate responses 
drafted in those cases which required 
answers. In July, 1929, a total of 
294,796 communications were received, 
that being the largest amount entering 
the office during a single month, while 
the high mark for a single day oc- 
cured on January 6, 1930, with 29,087
